Another Week of Dullness and De- 
crepitude Among the Tone Masters.

A Critic of the Souvenirs Gets Cor- 
dial Welcome. 


How The Boom” Among the Singers 
Corrals the Church Committees. 


The opera has monopolized musical interest 
during the week. Fortunately it is not the 
function of the *‘Souvenirs’’ to enter into elab- 
orate criticism of the opera. 

Local choir matters are in the throes of their 
annual agitation. Most contracts expire on 
the first ot the year and the new combinations, 
actual or piojected, afford many surprises. 

A CRITICISM OF THE SOUVENIRS. 

From Prof. E. M. Bowman the Post-Dis- 
PATCH has received the following interesting 
letter, which we cheerfully give a place in 
this column 

Sr. Louis, November 14, 1879.—In looking 
over your last Saturday’s Souvenirs I observed 
a point or two, the effect of which, in the hurry 
ol the moment, you probably did not fully con- 
sider, as it seems to me in some measure to 
compromise your position asa critic and mine 
as an artist. In connection with that favorite 
cheval de bataille of the modern organist, 
Thiele’s theme and variation in A flat, you say 
„the technical difficulties of this celebrated 
composition are very great and make 
large demands upon the per- 
tormer, which, in this case, were 
suc cessfully met. But then—what? Only this: 
that itis all intricate and meaningless to the 
non-professional! hearer, and of little value asa 
matter ct either education orenjoyment to any- 
body, except, possibly, the player.’’ 

If reason correctly, the interence is that 
either my judgment as to the merit of the work 
was at fault, or that it was played simply to 
exbibit technical Skill. Against this latter in- 
ference I desire to most earnestly protest. I 
honestly) and earnestly despise the person 
who lowers his art to a mere gymnastic 
exhibition, und when 1 consciously 
and intentionally do this inyself, I hope to be 
despised. a 

That the composition is 
(theme and variations) we do 
higher authority than that of Haupt, a pro- 
tound musician as Muell as the greatest living 
organist of the classical schoo!, of all men the 
last and very last to play or put before a pupil 
a composition iit educational, not of the art, 
artistic. It, therefore, the work be N master- 
piece, to hear it as we ie pluy it must be eda- 
cational, though it may not be enjoyable. This 
latter will come in due time. 

Thiele, judged by Haupt and contemporary 
critics,was thonght to be aimest a second Bee- 
thoven. Death claimed him at the entry aze of 
thirty-one, but the few compositions he left be- 
hind stamp him as a genius of the first magnt- 
tude. His Theme and Variations’’ in C. 
which Haupt, while I was studying with him in 
Berlin, kindly allowed me to copy from tne 
still unpublished manuscript, a hearing of 
which I bope to present to our pub 
lic atsome favorable opportunity, has, per- 
haps, no equal inthe modern sala schoo! of 
Olgan composition. 

Then there are two coinpositions, similar in 
character to each ether, entitied ‘‘Concertsatz 
in C minor’’and ‘‘Concertgatz in E flat minor,.“ 
the first of which I had the pleasure ot playing 
ataconcert given by the Amphious in 1877, 
and tinally aConcerto and a Chromatic Fantasia 
and Fugue, all of which are masterpieces in 
composition and require many hearings, te 
say nothing ot the player's stniy upon them, 
to fully grusptheir scope and thought. These 
include ail his works forthe organ, and Lin- 
tendto contribute my mite toward making 
them understood and enjoyed by our people.

Homes for Working People. 

A model home for working people is de 
scribed ina letter to the London Spectator. 
The plan has been designed and executed by 
Jobn Ellis, of Seacombe, Cheshire. The cot- 
tages are built in detached bexagonal blocks, 
each house forming one segment of the hexa- 
gon, and having a separate entrance. A cen- 
tral shaft, containing flues for each house, 
secures economy of heat and fuel, and affords 
an equable temperature throughout the sev- 
eralg#ooms. Mr. Ellis utilizes this centratiza- 
tion of beatin providing an ingenious but 
simple method of ventilation, the continuous 
current of the main shaft carrying off the 
vitiated air and making smoky rooms an im- 
possibility. Fresh warmed air is admitted 
from a flue in the chimney breast, which pre- 
vents drauchts,4s well as the somke nuisance. 
The cottages are two stories high, the ground 
floor contains living room and scullery, the 
first and second floors each provide one larze 
or two small bed-reoms. The shape of the 
rooms may be objected to, but this is in a 
great Measure overcome by placing cupboards 
at the angles next to the fire-place or central 
Shaft, so that the want of symmetry is hardly 
noticed. Mr. Ellis maintains that, by arrang- 
ing these blocks faee to face, with a proper 
interval for front garden and roadway, he is 
able to economize building area, while pro- 
viding more breathing space to each house 
than can be offered by building a similar class 
of houses in rows inthe ordinary way. By 
dispensing with the obnoxious back-yard aad 
passage, with their litter, dirt, bad smells, 
extra room is gained in front for the garden. 
In construction the expenses of numerous 
chimney stacks, lead flushing and outside walls 
are greatly lessened. At a rent of 6s. a week, 
co¥ering water and all other rates, the dock 
laborer or common sailor of Liverpool and 
Birkenhead tinds himself provided with a 
clean, healthy, cheerful home. 

Sale of Wives. 
[Frem **Betrothals and Bridals. } 

There is good ground for the belief that at one 
time the sale of a wife in a public market was 
legitimate (legal) proceeding. ‘*That the sale 
of wives Was common in some part of tue 
British Isles,’’ says Mr. Jeafferson, so late 
as the eleventh century, we have conclusive 
evidence in Gregory VII.’s monition on the 
subject to Archbishop Lanfranc, in which the 
Pontiff asserts that the practive was prevalent 
among the Scotch, and insinuates that it was 
not unknown in England. That this same 
practice was abominably common among the 
Irish, still more certain tostimony is afforded 
by epistles written by Lanfranc and his sue— 
cessor in the English Primacy to Kings of Ire- 
land. One noteworthy instance of this kind 
of traffic occurs in the reign of Edward I., 
when Jobn de Cameys, sonand heir of Ru- 
doiph, Lord de Cameys, for unrecorded rea- 
sons, determined to liberate his wife from 
her conjugal obligations to him, and to trans- 
fer his marital rights over to his friend, Wil- 
liam Paynell, Knut. The transfer was made 
by legal deed in the presence of numéPous 
witnesses of position. This is, probably, bne 
6f the most noteworthy instances on record of 
the legal transfer of a wife 
amongst what would then be 
supper crust’’ of society. That a be- 
lief inthe validity of such a sale still contin- 
ues, isshown by the fact that. in 1820, one 
Bouchet sold his wife in the market-place at 
Canterbury for five shillings. Fourteen vears 
jater, a similar transaction occurred at Birm- 
ingham, the price realized bejng only six- 

ence; and in 1S another case occurred at 

hudievy, and the same price (sixpence only) 
realized. It must be remembered that, where 
one cuse comes to have been published,dozens 
have occurred where no note or record has 
been taken. There are several even later in- 
stances in English socia! life than the latest 
foregoing. They showin striking relief the 
Vitality of popular errors. 


What to Teach Girls. 

The champion growler of the British Isles 
sends along complaint to the Standard on 
the subject of the Coming Woman.’’ He 
assumes to be writing solelv on behalf of 
the British husband, and pleading that he 
may be regarded as a possible factor jn a 
cirl’s life when her parents or friends : set 
about her education. In nine cases out of 
ten, the growler contends, he is not so re- 
garded, and a girl learns everything under 
the sun save those very things which weuld 
teach her to govern a household with wisdom 
and discretion. It was not so, he 5 in 
old days, though possibly then the system of 
education, if, indeed, it deserved the name, 
went too far in a precisely opposite direction. 
The education of the Englishwoman of the 
present day may be said to consist of a series 
of crazes. If she be not wsthetic she runs 
after ritualism, or she takes up science and 
thinks herself a terrible materialist: while 
any Wholesome preparation for her possible 
destiny as head of a household is the very last 
thing thought of by those who are responsible 
for ber education. 

The Dining-Room. 

A nicely arranged table contributes much to 
the pleasure of arepast. No matter how Am- 
ple the dishes may be, if they are only well 
prepared and set off by the little adornments, 
small in themselves, but large in the result of 
giving to the whole a pleasing air. A table- 
cloth should be spotless, as the first principle, 
and the pretty decorative dishes now to be ob- 
tained almost everywhere, and at trifling cost, 
give tke bits of color that may be harmonized 
in forming a cheerful picture. Individual 
butter-plates take the form of leaves, bright 
with autumnal tints. Pickle dishes and com- 
potes may be found true to nature in like 
forn.s. when nature is affluent in beauty. The 
prettiest little cructs are to be found in glist- 
ening crystal, and these. set off by afew 
flowers. make a table both inviting and love- 
ly. Itis not so much in the lavish decoration 
ofaroom that its beauty consists, for over- 
loading very often spoils the effect, and pro- 
duces anything buta harmonious whole. 
is inthe little dainty touches that the subtle 
charms are made wisible, the nameless grace 
which goes straight to the heart, and which 
forces upon the perceptions a sense of an ideal 
home.

Reeipes for the Table. 

Baked Beets.—These exceilent vegetables 
are quite as good baked as boiled, and the 
sugar is better developed by the baking pro- 
cess. The oven should not be too hot, and 
the beets must be frequently turned. Do not 
peel them until they are cooked, then serve 
with butter, pepper and salt. 

Golden Buck.—A golden buck is simply a 
Welsh rarebit with a poached egg placed upon 
it. Take fresh, but rather rich cheese, and 
cut into small, even-sized pieces, the quantity 
to be regulated by the size or number of rare- 
bits needed, and melt upon a rather slow fire. 
If the cheese be dry. adda small quantity of 
butter. A little (say a sherry glass to each 
rarebit) sour ale, or in its absence ordigary 
bitter or fresh ale, should be added as the 
cheese melts. After the cheese is thoroughly 
melted, and the above ingredients stirred in, 
add a small quantity of celery salt, and 
immediately pour upon a piece of toast 
previously placed upon a hot plate. By plac- 
ing a poached egg upon this it becomes a gold- 
en buck. The further addition of aslice of 
boiled bacon renders it a Yorkshire buck.

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Hygiene of the Voice. 

This work by Dr. Ghislani Durant con- 
tains a great deal of very valuable informa- 
tion to those who use their voices profession- 
ally, acters, singers, clergymen and the like. 
The author has studied his subject deeply 
from two different and distinct points 
of views,for, besides being a physician of very 
high attainments, he is also a musician, with a 
trained voice and no mean knowledge of. the 
joyous art. | 

The first extract we make 
constitution of the human voice. 

The mode of producing sound in the larynx 
is as follows: As long as the vocal cords re- 


tain their usual relaxed condition during ex- 
piration no sound is heard, except a faint 
whisper as the air gently passes the cavity of 
the larynx; but when a sound is to be pro- 
duced the vocal cords are suddenly made 
tense and drawn parallel (for when they di- 
verge ever so little no sound is produced), aud 
applied in close proximity to each other, 
whereby the size of the orifice is greatly di- 
minished; then the air. driven by an unusu- 
ally forcible expiration past the vocal liga- 
ments, sets them in vibration, and in this 
manner vocal sounds are produced. The tone, 
piten and intensity of this sound vary with 
the conformation of the larynx, the degree of 
tension and the approximation of the vocal 
cords, aad the force of the expiratory effort. 
The narrower the opening, and the greater 
degree of tension of the cords under ordinary 
circumstances, the mor acute the sound pro- 
euced, while a less degree of tension and 
wider opening produce a grave note. To 
have some conception of the variety and deli- 
cacy of the motions necessary to the adjust - 
ment of the vocal C, listen to some singer 
whose voice commands with ease a great ex- 
tent of the scale. For every note there isa 
particular adjustment of the vocal cords. Itis 
calculated thatinman the ligaments vary in 
length about one-fifth of an inch, and in 
woman one-eighth. Now the natural com- 
pass of most singers is about two octaves or 
twenty-four semitones. Between each semi- 
tone an ordinary singer can sound five or six 
distinct notes, so that 120 would be only a 
moderate number of distinct sounds. He, 
therefore, produces 120 different states of ten- 
sion, and as the extreme variation is only one- 
fifth of an inch the variation . required to pass 
from one note to another is but the six- 
hundredth part of an inch. 

A very expert singer can produce a much 
more delicate action than this. The cele- 
brated Madame Mara, whose voice ranged 
through three octaves, could, itis said, pro- 
duce between each tone sound 100 different in- 
tervals, or 2,100 in all, so thatshe could deter- 
mine the contractions of her vocal ligaments 
to nearly one seventeen thousandth of an inch. 

On the subject of Respiration the volume 
contains, among other valuable matter, the 
following: 

The capacity of the chest varies greatly in 
different individuals, and bears a constant re- 
lation to the beight of the individual. But 
the size of the chest is no criterion as to the 
capacity for inspiration or expiration, which 
isthe only accurate method of determining 
the development of the lungs. On anaverage, 
some sixteen or seventeen inspiratory move- 
ments occur in a minute, aud in an adult of 
average size We may assume, according to the 
experiments of Mr. Coathupe, that about 266 
1-3 cubie feet or 460,224 cubic inches of air 
pass through the lungs in twenty-four hours. 
Reckoning the average number of expirations 
at sixteen per minute, this would give about 
twenty cubic inches of air expired at eaca. 

The experiments of Dr. Draper, which 
were oonducted with great care, and from 
which the error of time was eliminated, each 
experiment being carried on for 20 minutes, 
gave 16 as the number of inspirations 
per minute, and 8 cubie inches of air as 
the average inspiration—the least amount suf- 
ficing for the wants of the system, 511 cubic 
the greatest capacity of lungs. 1,077 
cubic inches; and that the amount of air in- 
troduced depends for the most part on the ra- 
pidity of respiration.

It is by the application of 
these principles that great artists give to the 
voice an extraordinary range, and succeed in 
renewing the air in the lungs at certain 
points of very long passages. Habit and 
taste will alone enable one to determine the 
precise moment when, without injury to the 
musica! effect, and sometimes without its be- 
ing even perceived, that inspiration may be 
effected. 

Inthe chapter on Preservation of the 
Voice some interesting facts concerning emi- 
nent vocalists are recorded:

Canterbury Chimes. 

The only reason which has hitherto kept 
the young folks out of the delightful fields 
that Chaucer gives to children of a larger 
growth has been the archaic language, and 
sometimes the archaic ideas with which 
his beautiful tales are fenced away 
from general readers. Chaucer has of 
course been easily accessible through mod- 
ernized versions which attempted to preserve 
some of the shape and all of the spirit of the 
great original. These versions have usually 
been failures, although sometimes brilliant 
ones, because, while occasionally very pretty 
poems have been written by very eminent 
men telling the same pilgrim’s tale that 
Chaucer told, they are Mr. Pope’s Canterbruy 
tales or Mr. Dryden’s Canterbury tales, but 
never old Dan Chaucer weil of English un- 
defyled. . 

Francis Storr and Hawes Turner have made 
the latest attempt to modernize and popular- 
ize Chaucer. Whether they have succeeded 
or not cannot be told until the popular vere 
dict—the voice of the youth of the land—can 
be taken. Probably they have not in any 
large sense, but they have told the stories of 
the pilgrimage in honest, straightforward 
Anglo-Saxon—in prose, of course, as the il- 
lustrious failures already made iu 
poetrv have taught them better than their an- 
cestors knew. They have told the stories as 
boys like to read them, plainly and honestly, 
and in doing this they have done all they 
meant to do.

It was down among the Missouri lead lands 
that lie on both sides of the Osage River that 
I saw my first play party, a relic of the 
old colonial days imported from Nawf C’lina 
to Tenisee and thence into Missurah.

THE ENGLISH DERBY. 

When Diomed won the Derby, at Epsom, 
in 1780, the distance was one mile. ‘There 
were thirty-six subscribers, of which nine 
started. The first twenty years after this 
race was instituted the average number of en- 
tries was five, and the average number of 
starters ten. The second twenty years shows 
an average of forty-thsee entries and twelve 
starters. The third twenty years ninety-three 
entries and eigbteen starters. The fourth 
twenty years 201 entries and twenty-seven 
starters, and the last nineteen years, ending 
with 1879, the average was 231 entries and 
twenty-two starters. The smallest number 
of entries with which the great stakes ever 
closed was twenty-nine. which occurred in 
two successive years, 1785 and 1786, when it 
was won by Lord Claremont’s Aimwell, bv 
Mare Antony, and Mr. Pauton's 
Noble, by Highflyer. The first year 
that it reached 100 entries was in 1831, when 
it closed with 105 entries, and was won by 
Lord Lowether’s Spaniel, by Whalebone. The 
largest number of entries ever made to the 
event was in 1879, when it closed with 279 sub- 
scribers, of which 23 started, won by Sir Bevys. 
It was worth $36,693, and the riehest Derby 
ever won. That won by Blue Gown in 1868. 
when there were 274 subscribers and 26 start- 
ed, is the next in value, being worth $36,450. 
The smallest number that ever started for the 
race was 4. in 1794, when there were 49 sub- 
scribers, and Lord Grosvenor’s Dedalus, by 
Justice, won it. Daedalus was an own 
brother to Lord Grosvenor’s Rhadaman- 
thus, who also won the great event in 1790. 
They were both by Justice, out of Flyer, by 
Sweetbriar. It is a remarkable fact that these 
are the only two own brothers numbered 
among the Derby winners, Of the one hun- 
dred winners of this event only one was un- 
named, and that was the winner of 1797, a 
brown colt belonging to the Duke of Bedford, 
by Fidget, out of sisterto Pharamond. The 
largest number that ever started forthe Derby 
was 34, in 1862. when Mr. C. Snewing’s Car- 
actacus, by Kingston, won. Of the Derby 
winners the following have been imported to 
America, viz... Diomed (1780), Saltram (178 ), 
John Bull (1792). Spread Eagle (17), Sir 
Harry (1798), Archduke (1799), Priam (1830), 
and St. Giles (1832).

ARRESTED ON THE SPOT. 

CANNES, November 15.—A man has been 
arrested while trying to make his way into the 
presence f the Empress of Russia, in this 
place. His nameis Meyer. He is a native of 
St. Petersburg and is probably insane. In- 
quiry into the matter is proceeding. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

LONDON, November 15.—Dipnth eria, which 
for several years has made great ravages in 
Russia, seems to be gaining more and more 
ground, The disease, says the Novoe Vremya 
newspaper, has attained such frightful 
proportions in some regions that the per- 
centage of mortality far exceeds that of 
births. 

VICTIMS OF THE DISEASE. 

In the small district of -Mirgorard, where 
the epidemic has been raging since 1875, there 
were 414 dead from the disease in 1876 and in 
1877 there died 1,508 persons. Im Odessa, 
since May last,diphtheria snatched away 76 per 
cent of the ehildren, and in Stavropol, in the 
course of four months, one-half of the infant 
population fell victims to the disease. In 
Kisheneff and in the vieinity of Kieff and Pol- 
tava, the epidemic has been raging for the 
last two vears without interruption. In the 
village of Kaploonofka, inthe goverament of 
Kbarkoff, titty children died in two weeks. 
In the hamlet of Nakomobka, more than 

TWO HUNDRED INFANTS 

been carried away by the disease since 
January last, mm addition toa large number of 
aduits. In the village of Tamorofka not one 
child has escaped the epidemic. Mariopo! dis- 
trict showed an average daily death roll of ten. 
The Novee Vremya adds a long iist of places 
Where diphtheria is raving in the same fright- 
ful degree and even worse. More leven 
ricts are afflicted with the disease. 
PRECAUTIONARY MEASURES. 

The mortality both of the youthful and 
aduit population is so enormous that the Gov- 
erninent has appointed a special commission 
under M. Karel, physician in ordinary to the 
Einperor, to inquire into the causes of the epi- 
cemic, and he bas issued strict injunctions to 
local authorities about measures to be adopt- 
ed for the arrest and extinction of the disease.

CONCERNING CROPS. 


Reports of the sricultaral Department 
Upon the Condition and Yield of Cot- 
ton, Wheut, Tobacco and Corn. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., November 15.—The 
following is the condition of cotton, wheat, 
tobacco and corn, as issued by the Depart- 
ment of Ariculture, to-day: 

Cotton—There was a decided increase in 
the condition of cotton during October. Un- 
favorable weather was reported in Georgia 
and Alabama. In all the other States it was 
favorable. Returns indicate a yield per acre 
of 176 pounds of lint against 
191 for last year. This yield, indicating 
the area planted at twoper cent more than 
last year, would make a deficit in this year’s 
crop of 200,000 bales of 450 pounds each. All 
the South Atlantic States show some decline. 
Texas falls off 3% per cent. All States bord- 
ering on the Mississippi River show decided 
gains. 

Wheat— Returns of November 1 show an in- 
crease in the wheat crop of 26,000,000 bushels 
over last year. This great increase is the 
result of avery large yield inallthe States 
bordermg onthe Ohio Riverand Missouri. 
The Northwestern States show little variation 
from last year. Kansas and California both 
decline in yield. Texas, of all the Southern 
States, is the only one that falls off in the 
vield this year. 

Tobacco—The indicated product of the en- 
tire country is 98 percent of that of 1878. 
The gain has been greatest in Tennessee, 
Connecticut and New York. The loss has 
beeg greatest in Ohio, Wisconsin Pand 
West Virginia, with a material decrease also 
in Maryland, Illinois and Indiana. In gen- 
eralthe quality is better than the previous 
crop, though damage to some extent from 
House burn“ is reported in Kentucky and 
Virginia, and from frost in Ohio. 

Corn According to the returns on Novem- 
ber Ist, the corn crop promises an increase of 
over 200,000,000 bushels, or nearly 15 per 
cent over last vear. Atlantic aud Gulf Coast 
States note some decrease, but other sections 
of the Union have greatly increased their 
yields. Southern inland States increase near- 
ly thirty per cent; over other sections of the 
Mississippi Valley nearly twenty. Pacific 
States report about the same yield as last 
year.

The Constructive Imprisonments 
Unconstrueted. 


judge Adams Releases Silas Bent and Jesse 
B. Woodward. 


A Decision Crippling the 


System. 


Deposition 


The Beat Habeas Corpus. 

In the Habeas Corpus case ot Silas Bent, the 
decision was promised for this morning, and 
accordingly at an early hour the court-room was 
filled with attorneys all anxious to hear one of 
the most importaut decisions which has been 
given from the bench for some time. The 
space inside the bar was crowdad so fully that 
there was hardiy standing room. 

As soon as Judge Adams took his seat upon 
the bench he proceeded to read the following 
decision: 


In the matter of Silas Bent, by the habeas 
corpus act. 


The motion to discharge the prisoner in this 
matter is determined by an answer to the fol- 
lowing question: 

Is champerty. if such exists, a defense tothe 
action of Silas Bent, receiver, vs. John G. 
2 now pending in this court? 

Champerty, as involved in this inquiry, 
means an agreement between a party to a su t 


und his counsel to the effect that counsel! shall 


prosecute the suit at bis own expense and re- 
ceive as compensation for his services a por 
tion of the property in controversy, if re- 
covered. 

Ii such agreement is made, in any case, the 
law is well settled that counsel making the 
ngreement cannot recover in a suit brought on 
the agreement tor sueh compensation. The 
agreement is void and cannot be enforced—the 
plea ot champerty is a complete defense to 
such action. 

It is also held in many of the States that the 
making of such agreement and prosecution of 
a suit thereunder is a punishable offense. But 
does the vice extend so far as to prevent 
a recovery ina suit,the subject matterof which, 
in itself, is untainted by the ec hampertous 
agreementin pursuanee of which it is insti- 
tuted? 

This is certainly 
State. 

After a careful consideration of the doctrine 
of our appellate courts on the general subject 
of champiety, as well as the vurious adjudica- 
tionsin other States, some directly and others 
mdirectly bearing upon the point in question, 
Jam convinced that the better doctrine is: That 
cham perty is not a defense to sucha suit, and 
that such oughtto be the established law of 
this State. 

If it were a defense, clearly 
in abatement of the action. The plaintiff — 
at once sue over again onthe merits, under 
contract with counsel not champertous. 

The practical result, therefore, would be a 
dismissal of a suit to-day at plaintift’'s costs 
and a new one insituted to-morrow onthe same 
cause ot action. Ifvil to see how any wise 
purpose can be subserved by entorcing such 
frui.less results. 

The demands of public poliev ! 
satisfied by holding the champertous 
ment itself void, and punishing any 
guilty of the offense. The toregoing views are 
of general application but there are other con- 
siderations affecting, and only applicable to 
suits bp receivers, which areconclusive of the 
question directly involved in this matter.

The Woodward Habeas Corpus. 

In the matter of Jesse B. Woodward, which 
came up next before Judge Adams, the atten- 
tion of the bar and the press was scarcely less 
marked than in the first case. 

The court statea that it would clear the mat- 
ter upto state that a party who was not a liti- 
gantcould not be made liable for costs, and 
hence Mr. Bowman was not either directly or 
indirectly interested in the suit. Mr. Bowman 
said in that case he was per- 
fectly willing to be alooker-on in Vienna 


and to withdraw what action he had already 
takenin the case. 

The court then said that it was the duty of 
the Sheriff to justify his action in restraining 
the liberty of Jesse B. Woodward, that it was 
a serious matter to put aman under arrest, 
and that the presumption of jurisdiction was 
not in favor of the notary.

The Famous Oareer of Margaret 
O'Neill Baton. 


— 


Her Early Life in Washington — How She Dis- 
rupted an Administration, Made a Presi- 
dent and Obtained Social Recognition 
for Herself—The Eaton Mar- 


riage—Incidents.

Mrs. Gen. Eaton died last Saturday at her 
residence on Ninth street, after a brief illness. 
Though she had been failing in health for 
seme mfonth«, it was only within a few days 
that alarming symptoms were developed, and 
it became evident that she could not livelong. 
Friday evening Dr. Townshend was called, 
and pronounced her dangerously ill. For 
months past she has been a great sufferer, but 
until a short time before her death she was 
not deemed in immediate danger. She knew 
that the end was approaching, and was not 
afraid to die. „t is a beautiful world to 
leave,’’ she said the day before her death. 
jooking out into the sunshine; I am not 
afraid to die, but it is such a beautiful 
world.“ It had been a beautiful world to her, 
and she clung to its last sights and sounds 
with the strong tenacity of an organiza- 
tion endowed with intense vitality, which has 
preserved in her a strength and vivacity un- 
usual at her age. The complication of disor- 
ders from which she suffered had made it im- 
possible for her to sleep, except in à sitting 
posture, and when at last she law down on her 
bed, it was evident that the final surrender 
had begun. Atthe last all the vital forces 
wave way at once, and there was no prolonged 
struggle. Upto within ten minutes of her 
death she retained full consciousness, neither 
sight nor hearing were impaired, and she 
would respond to the question, **Do you 
know mer“ with a slight impatience in the 
affirmative, as though wondering why her 
recognition should be questioned. The min- 
ister, Who Was summoned, read and prayed 
with her, and she expressed her faith 
in Christ, and her willingness to depart. She 
repeated in a clear, firm voice the hymn 1 
would not live alway.’?

If morning would only 
come! She was fully conscious of the near 
approach of death, In answer to a sugges- 
tion of something that should be done on the 
morrow, she answered, Not to-morrow; |

The morning she longed to see came, and by 
noon all was over. Atten minutes past 12. 
with her hands clasped in those of her grand- 
children, Mrs. Eaton passed calmly and 
peacefully away. Mrs. Eaton is the last 
member of her own immediate family. She 
leaves one daughter, living in Paris, the 
Duchess de Sampayo. Her only other child 
was her daughter Margaret, who married Dr. 
Randolph, of Virginia, and who died years 
ago. 

Margaret ©)’ Neil Eaton was born on Twen- 
tieth street northwest, nearly opposite what 
is now the Freneh Minister’s residence. 
While she was still a child her father, Wil- 
liam O'Neill, a native of New Jersey, anda 
descendant of that noblest of al Irish 
families, the O' Neils of Ulster, opened 
a tavern or boarding-house on the 
corner of Twentieth and I streets. His ho- 
tel was patronized by a gav and reckless class

clerks. Henry Clay, in his faster davs, was a 
continuous guest, and he was a fair type ol 
the occupants. In such society grew up the 
child Margaret. Her marvelous beauty of 
face and form and her lissom grace of manner 
could not fail to be noticed by the gay, wild 
revelers who made her father’s house their 
home, and they flattered her without thought 
and without stint. Surrounded from child- 
hood with such unconventional associations, 
it was impossible that she should not herself 
become markedly unconventional. A 
fairer bud never ripened into a more 
perfect blossom. She was as bril- 
nnant in intellect as she was graceful 
in movement, and as sparkling in conversa- 
tional charms as she was beautiful in person, 
She was ambitious and her childish associa- 
tions stimulated in the young maiden the de- 
termination to enter and reign, as one born in 
the purple ju the magie circle of that society 
upon whose threshold only had she hitherto 
stood, gazing at the glories she now burned to 
make Wholly her ohn. The task before her 
wasa difficult one. Society in those old days 
in Washington drew its lines more strictly 
than it does now, and the daughter of a tavern- 
Keeper was not deemed the equal of those 
stutely dames and aristocratic maidens of the 
families of those gay, free-spoken gallant- 
that had fattered.the precocious child into 
unconventional daring, It may well be be— 
heved that her daring was ahead of her com- 
Wich sense. 

The odds were all against her. She was 
handicapped from the start. Her father was 
aman of ordinary intelligence, of narrow in- 
tellect, and cursed with inclinations that led 
downward tustead of un. Her mother, indeed, 
was castin a larger and finer mould.a women 
of cood judgment, of pure instinets, of well- 
balanced intellect, but whose early death de- 
prived the hich-spirited and wayward Marga 
et of all the benelits such a mother would as- 
surediv have conferred on such a daughter. 
That Miss ©’ Neill was not qualitied by edu- 
cation forthe conflict goes without saving. 
In this latitude, three-quarters of a century 
ago, the education of women, at its best, was 
amisnomer, and Margaret O'Neill was not 
foriunate enough even to have attained that 

est. Naturally reckless, courageous, way- 

ward, accustomed from infancy to the intoxi- 
eating atmosphere of admuration, ziftea with 
a personal inagnetism that fascinated every- 
thing in subjection to her own sweet 
will, save only the envy of her sister 
women at her surpassing personal charms, 
brilliant but superficial, vain yet vacillating, 
Loo quick-tempered not to wound and offend, 

but too loving and tender-hearted to crush 

or destroy, this child went out into the fiercest 
of life’s struggles as much qualified to with- 
stand their buffetings asa lamp to long pre- 
serve life when thrown out to Norland wolves. 
Born to a splendid misery Whose magniticence 
only the more manifested its malignancy, she 
vet bore herself with such calmness and 
fortitude as to rob fate of half its terrors. 
In an age when scandal was the breath of life 
and gossip supplied the stead of culture, she 
did not escape smirching whisper and dis- 
paraging censure. It would have been a 
miracle if she had, on such a stage, amid 
such scenes and before such actors. By her 
beauty and fascinations alone had she reached 
the giddy heights on which the wife of the 
secretary of War sat, and rivals, 
both social and political, sought to pull 

her down by stabbing her with sneers, shar- 
per than stilettoes; by impaling her on impu- 
tations Which no woman could withstand in 
those days, and which areas easy to insinuate 
as they are hard to disprove. Whatever her 
sins, there can be little doubt that her social 
success Was the immediate cause of the attack 
upon her. 

The beauty, which the friends and enemies 
of the departed lady alike united in praising, 
was truly beyond praise. It justitied rhapso- 
dv. It wasthe perfection of form and color 
und grace, wilhthe superadded charm of 
soul. It was of the kind which the old poets 
called %% beaute Je diable,’’ the ever-charm- 
ing freshness of youth and apparent inno- 
cence, the dewy fragance of the morning, the 
child-like bloom and blush of radiant and 
trustful hope. 

Mrs. O'Neill Was a woman of more than 

usual strength of character, and remarka!ly 
eflicient in the practical affairs of life. Daniel 
Webster said he had never seen a woman so 
well preserved and so beautiful at her age. 
Gen. Jackson entertained a great esteem for 
her, and during his Presidency when etiquette 
forbade that he should call on any one, a fa- 
vorite relaxation with him from the cares of 
office Was to stroll across the old fields’? near 
Washington to the cottage where Mrs. O'Neill 
lived in retirement and chat with her. Mes, 
Jackson also, during her residence in Wash 
ington in 1825, became much attached to Mrs. 
Neill and her daughter, and to this fact was 
doubtless due something of the zeal with 
Which in later vears Gen, Jackson espoused 
Mrs. Faton’s cause. A portrait of her moth- 
er, Which Mrs. Eaton has treasured, shows 
the grave, sedate face of an M r. in 
cap and neckerchicf, witha quiet brow and 
mouth, indicative of more repose and pore, 
and less animation than ber more brilliant 
daughter.

As the discordant Cabi- 
net virtually went to pieces, he became the 
principal and confidential adviser of the Pres- 
ident. Mrs. Eaton enjoyed her life in Flori- 
da; it was a quiet, peaceful episode; and on 
the expiration of his term of office Gen. Eaton 
was appointed Minister to Spain, an office 
which he filled for thirteen years. Of all 
the periods of her eventful career, probably 
Mrs. Eaton’s life abroad was most brilliant. 
All her life she looked back to itand spoke 
of it with pride and pleasure, and in memory 
still lived in her Chateaux en Espagne.“ 
She was greatly admired, and her social con- 
quests are among the brilliant traditions of 
Madrid. Her memory in later life, While vivid 
in regard to persons and events, often confus- 
ed dates. 

Mrs. Eaton always spoke of her life abroad 
as being very delightful. With 
loving and indulgent, with her children with 
her, in affluent circumstances. and a position 
of honor, she had the essential elements of 
happiness. Atonetime during their resi- 
dence at Madrid, during the war in Spain, 
their house was fairly besieged. 
They were compelled to remain closely 
indoors, not daring to open doors or windows 
for fear of shots. The United States being 
neutral in the matter, their house became a 
refuge for all parties, and for weeks soldiers of 
both sidescametothem.

FIELD AND FARM. 


Breeds of Cattle. 

The breeds of cattle which have acquired 
favor in the United States are confined to but 
few. The Devons are the typical race of 
England, as among those that have retained 


their purity through long generations, breed- 


ing with entire uniformity as to color, sym- 
metry, horns and other general characteris- 
ties, as much so as the Chillinghams, which 
cattle are regarded as descendants of the or- 
igina) cattle of the British islands. 


In England cattle are divided into beef and 


dairy cattle. Beef cattle are again divided 


into long horns, middle horns. short horns, 
and polled or hornless cattle. Of the long 


horned, the old Irish long horns had a pe- 
culiarity, Which was, that the horns turned 
directly downward. In Craven, England, has 
long existed a breed of cattle peculiar in 
themselves, broad in the chine, quick and 
easy to fatten, and making excellent beef. 
Under the scientific breeding of Bakewell, a 
hundred years ago, the Leicester long horns 
attained a wide celebrity, This was un- 
doubtedly attained by breeding in-and-in. 
With the death of Bakewell aud his immedi- 
ate suecessers, excessive delicacy of consti- 
tution began to tell,and they are not regarded 
as of special value. They have left their im- 
press, however, decidedly upon the whole 
family of long horns. They became better 
feeders, better handlers, and better beef 
than heretofore. They have long been su- 
perseded by the short horns and the Here- 
fords. As forming a part of the mixed blood 
cattle of the lt nited States and Canada, we 
occasionally see (by reversion) animals among 
our so-called natives showing strong charac- 
teristics of the blood of Leicester, Hereford, 
Devon, the old Teeswater, the Dutch and 
polled cattle. 

Of the middle horns, the only cattle valu- 
able in the United States, are the Devons and 
the Herefords, both wonderful families in 
their make up, and valuable whether for beef 
or working oxen. Infact the Devonis the 
best working ox inthe world, and as beef 
makers their flesh is superior to that of any 
other breed except the scotch or West High- 
land cattle. Of late years the Herefords have 
fairly contested with the short horns as beef 
makers. 

Besides these two the other families of the 
middle horns are the Sussex, the Pembroke, 
Glamorgan, Anglesea, and in Scotland the 


West Highland. cattle noted for the superior- * 


ity of their flesh, and which have for many 
generations remained unchanged or improved 
except by selection. Their principal value, 
after all, is their extreme hardiness and apt- 
itude to fatten where other animals would 
starve. 

Thus, from this commingling of blood, the 
United States have, through generations of 
crossing and breeding, become possessed of 
very superior cattle that are now denominat- 
cad natives. They might properly have been 
alled mixed breeds, since an expert can trace 
various ancestors, in almost any ofthe ordin- 
ary herds of the country, and,in some instan- 
ces, wonderful likenesses in individuals to 
some remote «ancestors of perhaps a hundred 
veaurs ago. 


Farm Machinery. 
From Scribner's. Monthly. ! 

American manufacturers of farm tools shape 
them in such a way as to do the work with 
the least physical labor. The English manu- 
facturer, on the other hand, has a pride in 
making everything substantial, heavy and 
solid, without any regard to the weight or 
strength reeded. Why, there is more wood 
and iron in an English farm-cart than would 
make two American carts, and vet with their 
superb roads they load theirs no heavier than 
we do ours. An English manure forkis of 
the same size and pattern it was half a centu- 
u square, rough tine, shouldered near 
the point—calling for the greates! 
amount of force in loading and unload- 
ing. The American fork is a round, polished 
tine, tapering gradually from the point to the 
base, and ecailing iorthe least power. The 
weight of an English plow is at least three 
times that of ours and its length about twice, 
and yet it takes neither wider nor deeper fur- 
row-slices than our best plows. In fact, one 
pair of horses attached to one of our best pat- 
tern plows wil! do from a third to a half more 
work in a given number of hours than an Eng- 
lish farmer with his long, unwieldy pattern 
that is out of all preportion,both in length and 
weight,to the work it is intended for. The same 
is true ef the English barrows, cultivators, and 
all of the implements I found in common use 
for turning or cultivating the soil. The ordina- 
ry wooden hand-rake isa clumsy, heavy thine, 
huving from a third to a half more wood than 
ix actually necessary. In many instances, 
in going through England, I have counted 
eight and ten hands gathering hay into 
windrows with these hand-rakes, an 
operation very seldom, if ever, seen now in 
the United States. In many ofthe agricul- 
tural districts which | visited, farmers culti- 
vating from forty toa hundred acres of land 
still continue to cut their grain crops with the 
reaping-hook and cradle. The English cra- 
die has a seythe-blade of ordinary size and 
length, with two short wooaen fingers. The 
man cutting with this cradie throws the cut 
grain around against the uncut standing 
grain. Another man follows the eradler, 
equipped with a piece of stick about three 
feet in length with an iron hook on the end of 
it, and gathers the cut grain into sheafs, and 
places them on the stubble before the next 
swath can be cut. The American, or what is 
commonly called the Yankee’’ eradle, has 
a wide scythe-blade similar in size and length 
to the English, but instead of two short fin- 
vers it has four long ones, and the operator 
cuts the grain, which falls on the fingers, and 
which is thrown into a sheaf onthe stubble 
entirely out of the way of the next cradler 
who follows, leaving the cut grain ready to be 
bound, one man with us doing the work of 
two in England.

Dry Cows. 

It is a common practice among some dairy- 
men to give their cows, while dry, but scanty 
living. When a cow ceases to give milk, or 1s 
dried up, any food is considered good enough 
lor her. I think this is a great mistake; and 
the result is a diminished product of milk, 
both in quantity and quality, when she does 
come in. There is alarge draft on the system 
to sustain the calf while the cow is carrving 
it: and to keep the cew in good condition, 
good feed is as important as when she is giv- 
ing milk. It is my opinion that one dollar’s 
worth of food wheu the cow is dry, is worth 
one dollar and fifty cents’ worth after she 
comes in. Ananfmal in poor condition can- 
not digest as much food as an animal in 
good condition. If the cow is poor when she 
comes in she will not digest enough food 
to support the system. and. at the 
sume time, to make a large quantity of milk. 
—|Montbly Jersey Bulletin. 


Handling Milk. 

Within the past ten years the methods of 
handling milk have essentially changed: in- 
deed they may be said to have been entirely 
revolutionized. The first great change came 
in what is commonly known as the Harden 
method. Then came the Cooley method, 
both of which recognize the fact that cream 
should be raised at a far lower temperature, 
and in conditions quite different from what 
bad been commonly supposed to be necessary 
for this purpose. They upset the old notions 
in regard tothe treatment of milk in the butter 


dairv.and thouch they have not been univer- 
sally adopted they have certainly shown us 
that we had something tolearn in this old and 
important industry. 

Now comes the centrifugal method, which 


appears to have been first tried in Germany | 
Mo or three years ago, by which the cream is | 
separated completely from the milk in ten, or | 


at most fifteen minutes, leaving us compara- 
tively independent of temperature, and mak- 
ing it q. ite possible to make butter of the 
milk within one hour from the time it leaves 
the udder. We kuow of only one attempt to 
apply this method in this country. Mr. Wes- 
ton has invented a process which is now in use 
at the farm of Mr. Edward Burnett, of South- 
poro’, and it is said to work well and to give 
highly satisfactory results. By this p

Poultry Interests of America. 

In speaking of the poultry interests, I refer 
principally to the breeding of pure-bred stock 
for pleasure or profit. A glance at a few sim- 
ple statistics will surprise even those who 
have heretofore considered themselves post- 
ed. Mark the change in a few years. Ten 
years ago not a paper in the country was pub- 
lished in the interests of poultry; te-day 
there are more than a dozen, with a combined 
circulation of upwards of thirty thousand 
subscribers. We can add to this nearly a hun- 
dred agricultural papers which devote a de- 
partment to this now important branch of 
farm industry. <A few years ago there might 
have been found a _ breeder here and there ip 
the Eastern States; now they may be found in 
every part of the country, and are numbered 
by the tens of thousands. Then not an exhibi- 
tion was made; to-day there are alreadv over 
forty advertised to be held in various parts of 
the country, and as many more will be held 
later on. Even Oregon holds its State exhibi- 
tion. In every New England State there will 
be from two to half-a-dozen exhibitions, and 
in New York, Pennsylvania, [llinois and In- 
diana, there will be six toten each, and six- 
teen States are represented in some way. The 
cash premiums alone of the exhibitions will 
exceed one hundred thousand dollars. 

Tbat this interest at the present time is grow- 
ing more rapidly than ever before, is apparent 
upon every side. With the improvement that 
is pow taking place in business circles in every 
part of the country the interest in fine stock, 
including poultry, bastakena firmer hold. 
The good prices of poultry will be fully main- 
tained in the future, and really extra choice 
specimens will yet find purchasers at the fig- 
ures obtained in England, where the gold 
cup’’ prize Black Red Game cockerel at the 
Crystal Palace Exhibition in 1877 sold for 
£100 10s. (nearly 00). Within two months, 
$100 has been offered in New England for siti- 
gle birds of this season’s breeding. =P 


Oats in the South. 

Oats are admitted to be equal to corn as 
stock food. Oats can be raised bushel for 
bushel at a far less cost than corn. Oats 
sown in the fall can be grazed moderately 
through the winter without any damage to 
the crop, 1f the stock are kept off in wet 
weather. Then why do we raise so little 
oats. Let's economize in all things. If oats 
are a cheaper food than corn, then we should 
raise more oats—less corn. The earlier inthe 
fall the crop is sown, the probabilities are 
that the yield will be larger. We have been 
unceasing in our efforts to induce farmers to 
substitute oats to a good degree in lieu of 
corn. ‘The red oat is the best variety for our 
climate, as itis not subject to rust. Every 
farmer should make it a duty to sow oats— 
fall oats—red oats, from one to tliree bushels 
per acre, owing to the land, will be the prop- 
er amount to sow.—[Southern Live Stock

It is commonly said that New York is, in 
respect of population, substantially a foreign 
city; that more than 600,000 of its detizens are 
of alien birth. The number of Irish citizens 
is usually given in round numbers at 400,00); 
of Germans at 200,000; of French at 25,00; of 
Italians, Spaniards and Cubans at 15,000, This 
is an exaggeration and a great one. The native 
population exceeds the foreign by about 125. 
6000. Aecording tothe census of Io there 
were 20. 9% Trish, 24,442 English, 7,562 Scotch, 
151.216 Germans, 8,265 French, 2,74 Itahans, 
2.757 Austrians, 2,303 Poles, 2,178 Swiss, 1,257 
Hollanders, 1.151 Russians. This is a very 
large proportion of foreigners, certainly, but 
nothing like the proportion generally sup- 
posed. There were then 13.072 colored 
persons, Who are said to have largely 
increased since. The women are reported 
to have increased also,there being, nine 
years ago, an excess over men of more than 
28,000. The Chinese are much more numer- 
ous than they used to be. The census of 1870 
gives but 12, and now there are, it ts said, 
over 700, some putting the number as hich as 
1000. The census of 1880 will show many 
changes, and probably a notable increase in 
population, esgecially as two wards have 
been added since 1870. It is thought that the 
native population has gained considerably on 
the foreign sinee the last census, and that 
figures will show the gain.

A Post-DispaTCcH reporter 
concluded to obtain some infor- 
mation about the training of savage beasts. 
Mr. Bailey was not particularly anxious to 
be interviewed, and accordingly he passed the 
news-gatherer overto Mr James McCall, a 
trainer, whom Mr. Bailey was taking south

It will rememberthat it whipped vou before. 
You must neverlet your nerve weaken, and 
take care that though they may muss up your 
flesh pretty bad, vou don’t give them achance 
to crunch your bones. That may put you at 
their merey; so keep them from taking hold. 
They don’t bite until they sink their claws in, 
so look out to break loose quick, no matter 
how deep they elutch you.’’ 

HOW TO TRAIN. 

But all this is not letting me Know now vou 
obtain your wonderful mastery over wild 
beusts,’? said the reporter. 

here is not really much secret in the 
trade. Whether you want to train

liens, or tigers, or leopards, or 
hrenas, the preparatory steps 
in all cases are the same. You first get them 
used to vou from the outside of th: cage, 
feeding and watering them, speaking to thera 
and sometimes touching them through the 
bars when they are in such positions that they 
cannot really get hold of vou. Then go into 
the cage tosweep itout. Keep powr broom 
going never let them get near enough to vou 
to smell of vou or they will snatch you the in- 
stant after—and make them pass 
vou, driving them about with a whip. 
When you have them thoroughly fa- 
milarized with your presence you may begin 
their education. Some trainers in old time 
used to clip their clawsand put muzziles on 
them, but I never did, and never considered 
it any use, except, perhaps, inthe case of a 
leopard that you are training to jump on your 
back. Whetner you clip their laws or not, a 
tiger or a lion, especially the lion, has foree 
enough in nis arm to mash a man down al- 
most as you would a fly. ~Andit isn’t right, 
for the animal needs bis claws. They are his 
forks to hold his meat with when he eats. As 
for the muzzle,he knows whether he has it on 
or not, just as well as you do, and the memory 
of it has no influence on him when it is not 
on. 
SPECIAL FEATS. 

What are the most dangerous acts!“ 

“Sitting down ona lion is about as dangerous 
a feat as one would care to perform. It you 
want to sit on a lion or tiger, get the animal 
trained to remain quiet in one place while 
you stroke it gently, at first withthe whip, 
next with your hand, and finally vou can 
press on it, and at last sit down onits haunch- 
es, but never cease to keep a sharp lookout 
for the slightest sign of treachery. The old 
Van Amburgh feat of a man putting his head 
in a lion's mouth is safest done with a very 
docile old lion, well fed and toothless as pos- 
sible, but it may be done—with some risk, 
of course—to a younger brute if he 
is very good-natured, and you 
work up to it by gradual fa- 
miliarities about bis head, opening his mouth, 
and so on. With a tiger the best plan is to 
let it alone. When you feed them seraps of 
meat while you are in the cage, never take in 
much, and of that you have, see that it is free 
from bones and cut in such small ehunks that 
one of them may be swallowed ata single 
schloop. ‘Toss it to them. Don't hold it in 
your band, or they'll take hand and all, with- 
out noticing the difference. perhaps.

and thick leather clothing. Cooper used to 
wear sole leather leggings, but I never thought 
they were any good.

But whatever else you do 
or don’t wear, never go among them with- 
out something in your hand to strike 
them. After they are onee trained a stick or 
even a straw will do untal they find out that it 
doesn’t hurt them.

Remember always the law of love 
is unknown to them, and nothing ean be relied 
upon except terror. The more cruel you are 
when cruelty is needed, and with judgment.

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PREPARING TO MOVE. 


A Number of Changes to Take Place 
Among Dry Goods Houses.

A General Necessity for More Room and 
Better Arrangements.

All of Which is Due to the Great Increase f 


of Trade. 


The great increase in trade will probably 
bring about a number of important removals 


among the wholesale dry goods firms of St. 
Louis. The présperous times of 1868, 69, 
70 and ’71 had the effect of changing many 
of the leading dry goods houses from 
Main street to Fifth, and out of small and ill- 
looking buildings into commodious structures. 
It was supposed until recently that Fifth 
street would probably remain the main thor- 
oughfare of the dry goods business of the city. 
At the présent there are very few wholesale 
drv goods houses of any consequence 
higher uD than Fifth and 
Washington avenue. ‘he natural tendency, 
however, of all the larger business concerns 
of the city is to go further west. This is no 
doubt owing to the natural disposition to seek 
more room, and tothe building of the Custom- 
house. In its neighborhood will doubtless be 
the center of business in St. Louis in 
years to come. This opinion 
is based upon the supposition thatthe Cus- 
tom-House willbe eventually finished. At 
the present rate of progress it may never be 
completed, owing to the possibility that even 
the granite of the first story may go into de- 
‘ay before the top story is complete. 

The wholesale dry goods houses that will 
probably make removals in the next 
few months are Rice, Stix & Co., Dodd, 
Brown & Co., Crow, Hargadine & Co. and 
J. II. Wear. Boogher & Co. 

DODD, BROWN AND CO. 

at present occupy the large yellow stone front 
building at the southeast corner of Fifth and 
St. Charles, which is one of the largest and 
most convenient stores in the city. 
It is four stories and a 
half high, and is lighted 
from both front and rear. 
into the new iron-front building just being 
tinished on the northeast corner of Fifth and 
St. Charles. The two stores that formerly 
stood there were burned down last winter, 
and were formerly occupied by Mack & Co. 
and Appleton, Noyes & Maude. The new 
building looks much like the old on 
the exterior, but the interior is quite 
different, there being now no partition wall, 
as there was originally, and the yeneral ar- 
rangement being much better. In fact, this 
building bas all the latest improvements, and 
has been prepared expressly for the prosper- 
ous firm that proposes to occupy it. It will 
have an area of 2,000 square feet more than 
their present quarters. 

A prominent firm is also understood to be 
negotiating forthe possession of Dodd, Brown 
& Co.’s present building. 

J. H. WEAR, BOOGHER AND CO.. 

who now occupy the large store at the 
Southwest corner of Fifth and Washington 
avenue, have already engaged the new build- 
ing now being erected by Sheehan and 
Loler, onthe southwest corner of Sixth and 
St. Charles. It is to be five stories high, with 
a basement, and is being constructed with 
great care. It will be one of the most 
substantial and costly business houses in 
the sity, as well as one of the largest. The 
front is to be of stone and highly ornamented. 
The basement is now finished and the super- 
structure is just being commenced. Wear, 
Boogher & Co., will probably not get into it 
before next spring. With this new building and 
the insurance Building just aboveand that of 
Barr & Co. just above that. Sixth street,between 
Olive and Washington avenue, will have some 
of the most costly improvements in the eit. 
Ihe cost of the three buildings named will 
not fall much short of $1,200,000. 

CROW, HARGADINE AND CO., 
now occupy the store on the north- 
corner of Fifth and St. Charles, 
will probably move some time during the 
coming vear. It is said that they have been 
negotiating with Culver Brothers fora lease 
ona building to be erected by them on the 
east side of Kighth street, between Wash- 
ington avenue and St. Charles. The new 
building would have been com- 
menced before now, but for 
some difficulty in having an alley con- 
demned that runs east and west between St. 
(barles street and Washington avenue. This 
obstacle has now been overcome, and 
vround will be broken probably inside of 
three weeks. It is to be a store similar in 
size to that now used by the Sim- 
mons Hardware Company, and will 
be a great improvement to the part of the 
city where it is to be erected. 

Thus it appears that the dry goods people 
have concluded to go still further west, and 
there is no teliing the result of the movement 
which thev are about to inaugurate. 

Ip this connection ought to be 
mentioned, of course, the removal 
of the great retail dry Wods house of Wm. 
Barr & Co. to their elegant new store on the 
corner of Sixth and Olive, and which will be 
ready for occupancy about the first of Feb- 
ruary, or, at furthest, intime forthe spring 
trade. 

THE Post-DIsPATCH is also in possession 
of facts relating to the removal of three more 
of our prominent firms, but as the negotia- 
tions are not vet completed the names and de- 
tails are for the present withheld from pub- 
lication.
